Washington, December !9.— After hear- 
ing evidence all day offered by the de- 
fense, the interstate commerce commis- 
sion today adjourned untilnext Monday 
the complaint of the North Carolina Case 
Workers’ Association against 
southern and western railroads doing a 
transcontinental business and involving 
the application of the $1.70 commodny 
rates on shipments on 20,000 pounds, 
The question of the readjustment of the 
commodity rate with an established min- 
imum of freights is to be taken up at 
the meeting of the transcontinental bu- 
reau on the i9th of January, and at this 
conference representatives of the Sout.u- 
ern and other railways are expected to 
be present. It is hoped at this meeting 
that some arrangements will be arrived 
at whereby the causes for the complaint 
of the Case Workers will be to some 
extent obviated. This work will be 
finished by the first of February. ; 

In view of this fact, the commission 
suggested that a temporary arangement 
be entered into by which the present rate 
now allowed only on a carload minimum 
of 20,000 pounds will be applied to a car- 
lead minimum of 16,000 pounds when 
loaded in a 36-foot car, when the larger 
cars which may be asked for cannot 0¢e 
furnished by the railroads. Attorneys 
representing the defendant asked that the 
commission give them until Monday in 
order that they may make inquiries of 
the companies they represent as to 
whether this would be agreeable to 
them. ‘ 

During the day the Southern railway 
introduced evidence to show that they 
have increased their rolling property in 
proportion to their traffic, and that they 
have a sufficient number of the class of 
cars demanded by the furniture shippers, 
but that most of these care are in the 
hands of western railroads, having been 
sent loaded to tne Pacific coast. it was 
stated that the road did not Teel war- 
ranted in increasing the number of cars 
of the class demanded by the shippers in 
which the 20,000 minirhum freight may 
be carried. :

Railway service has 
been interrupted by the cold. and” biiz« 
zards on the western prairies. <A tel- 
gram today from citizens’ committee of 
Ambroze, N, D., is as follows: ~““Am- 
brose ig without coal and provisions, 
Twenty cars of fuel and food‘in the 
hands of. the railroad company must be 
brought here by special ‘train at onge in 
order to relieve the situation or great 
Suffering will result, 

‘““Have wired the general manager of 
the Soo Line, but no assurance of reliev- 
ing present needs has been assured.” 

The interstate commerce commissian, 
represented by ~- Franklin J. Lane and 
Jonn 8. Harlan, tonight adjourned . its. 
hearing on the car shortage to recon- 
vene tomorrow in Chicago. Attorney 
John H, Marble, of the commission, said 
to the Associated Press, after the hear- 
ing: “The hearings in Minneapolis. have 
borne fruit, in my opinion. The . com- 
mission should have had more time ¢o 
spend in the investigation of such a big 
problem.” 

President James J. Hill, of the Great 
Northern, testified that the*Great North- 
ern had made vast expenditures for 
equipment every year since 1900, the ex- 
penditure each year exceeding that of the 
year previous. 


Railroads Can’t Get Cars. 

St. Louis, December 19.—The investiga- 
tion by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion imto the general shortage of fréight 
cars was rempmed today. A number of 
prominent railroad men were subpenaed 
to appear as witnesses today. 

According to the testimony of railroad 
men, who testified today, the present 
famine in railroad cars is due to the in- 
ability of car manufacturers to meet the 
demands of railroad companies. 

A, B. Starr, general superintendent of 
freight traffic of the Pennsylvania lines 
west of Pittsburg, said he favored a law 
that would require railroads to proviue 
equipment sufficient to meet its traffic 
needs.4@ Mr. Starr testified that there are 
in opération at present in the United 
States 1,800,000 freight cars. About 90.- 
000 of these must be rebuilt every year. 

“The producing capacity of the car 
factories of the United States,” said 
the witness, “is about 180,000 cars a 
year. To keep up with the country’s 
development the car plants should be 
able to build at least 270,000 cars a 
year.”’

Whether or not it applied to 
all the companies, and.some deny that it did to them, it is certainly 
true that with more than one of them money coming in as profits 
which should have gone to swell the dividends of policyholders, went into 
the private purses of eonscience-blinded Officials, under the guise of salaries. 
Company funds were put into various business enterprises and administrative 
extravagances not in the interests of the policyholders to whom they be- 
longed, but to increase the personal fortunes of officials, while contributions 
to political campaign funds were dished out with lavish hand. The history 
of graft scarcely discloses a paraliel. 

These disclosures were followed by legislation in the interests of policy-

made by the secretary of the treasury, 


was introduced today by Senator Elkins. | 


It authoribes the deposit in national 
banks of receipts from customs.as well 
as from internal revenue, requiring the 
banks to pay a tax on such deposits, 
and making al] national banks equally 
eligible for designation as depositories. 
The bill also expressly authorizes the 
secretary of the treasury to make trans- 
fers of public money from the treasury

785,000 VOTES 


Bath Sides Claim Victory in 
Insurance Fight 


Expert Accountants Have Been Se- 
cured to Count the Vote—Un- 
doubtedly Many Dupii- 
cate Ballots Have 
Been Cast.

New York, December 19.—The task 
of counting 785,000 votes cast at the 
elections for trustees held yesterday 
by the New York and Mutual Life In- 
Surance companies will begin probably 
early next week. 

The board of inspectors of each 
company has securéd the services of 
expert accountants who will have 
charge of the counting and tabulating 
of the votés. Separate accounting 
firms have been employed by the two 
companies. Before the actual work 
begins representatives of each of these 
firms will consult together with a 
view to perfecting a system for can- 
vassing the votes. 

The five inspectors of the New York 
Life conferred today with the repre- 
sentatives of the administration ticket 
and the intérnational committee ticket. 
Samuel Untermyer and Mr. Scrugham 
represented the policyholders, while 
James H. McIntosh represented the ad- 
ministration. 

The conference was called for the 
purpose of considering matters rela- 
tive to the canvass:of the votes. Noth- 
ing definite was done. .Mr. McIntosh 
raised an objection to counting the 
policyholders’ tickets on the ground 
that they were received in sealed 
packages and were not opened in the 
presence of the inspectors. The in- 
spectors took no action on this pro- 
test. The inspectors of the Mutual 
Life also met. today and conferred 
with a representative of the account- 
ants employed by the company. 

When the count begins both sides 
will have regularly commissioned 
watchers present and ballots and 
proxies which are considered fraudu- 
lent or illegal will be duly challenged. 
Undoubtedly, large numbers of dupli- 
cate ballots have been cast inadver- 
tently. Many policyholders who have 
held in either company more than one 
policy have cast a vote on each policy, 
although only entitled to vote onée. 
Many of the proxies are made out in 
foreign languages. 


Victory Claimed by) Both Sides. 
The result of the elections seem 


still to be in doubt. Both the adminfs- 
tration forces and the international 
policyholders’ committee are declaring 
that they have been victorious in the 
two companies. The officers of the 
New York Life have not reduced ‘a 
particle their estimate of a victory for 
the present management by a plurality 
of 100,000, and the administration of 
the Mutual Life estimte its plurality 
at 150,000. 

The international policyholders’ 
committee, however, still lays claim 
to having carried the Mutual's election 
by from 7,500 to 19,000 votes, and the 
New York Life by from 5,000 to i2,000.

Thirteen of the Fifteen Cases

Paris, December !19.—Madame Gould, 
the former Oountess Boni de Castellane, 
has been victorious in the suits brought 
by creditors and money lenders against 
her with the object of making her joint- 
ly responsible with the count. Thirteen 
of the fifteen cases were dismissed today 
by the court, with costs against the 
plaintiffs. 

Only in the cases of.two art dealers 
did the court express the opinion that 
Madame Gould should be held responsi- 
ble, as the Objects purchased in these 
instances for the most part were still in 
her posse$sion. There are still three 
cases to be passed on, and they will be 
decided December 26. 

In dismissing the thirteen suits, the 
court held that the plaintiffs had failed 
to prove that the debts were contracted 
for the common benefit of the count and 
countess. The latter, the court declared, 
had more than fulfilled the obligations 
under her marriage contract. During 
her wedded life she had retained nothing 
for herself, her entire revenue being 
collected by her, husband and employed, 
according to his own admission, either for 
the household expenses or the payment 
of his personal debts.

Interstate Commerce Commission 
Hears Doleful Stories of the Sit-

Minneapolis, Minn., December |9.—The 
second day of the interstate commerce 
|} COmmission inquiry into northwest trans- 
portation conditions brought out facts 
of first importance relative to the effects 
upon the country of a grain blockade. 
The commission had given over the first 
day very largely to the fuel inquiry wita 
the idea of relieving distress, and to this 
eng had sent out telegrams of inquiry 
fo many points asking as to the coal 
supply, and haw long it-would last. 


Near To Freezing. 

Telegrams began to pour in today. and 
when reports were in from over twenty 
towns, it was clear that the commissiou 
had acted none too soon in Securing the 
promise_of cooperation on the part of the 
coal companies and ‘the railroads in re- 
néeving distress, for in some localities 
farmers have been burning their ferces 
and outbuildings and in other towns piles 
of valuable lumber were cut up into 
fuel to keep people from freezing. 

The farmers got into the inguiry later. 
They came in numbers from North Da- 
rota, and tolg the commission the story 
of the effect of the blockade upon tie 
price of wheat. They said prices have 
been depressed abnormally because ele- 
vators were full; that wheat lay on the 
Fround at many points; that there Was 
no open market, and that the farmers 
nad either to sacrifice in price or haul 
a wheat back home again afte, having 
dae it, in some Cases, two and three

“The action of the board in the passage 
of the resolutions of May 6, 1906, and 
October I1, 1906, wag undoubtedly iarge- 
ly influenced by the activity of the 
Japanese and Korean Exclusion League. 
an organization forr-ed for the purpose 
of securing the. ena..ment by the con- 
gress of the United Stateg of a law ex- 
tending the provisions of the existing 
Chinese exclusion act so as to exclude 
Japanese and Koreans. The league claims 
@ membership in the state of California 
of 78,500, three-fourth, of which mem- 
bership is said to be in the city of San 
Francisco. The membership is comp®sed 
almost entirely of members of labor or- 
ganizations. Section 2, article 2, of the 
constitution of the league is as follows: 

“The league as such shall not adopt 
any measures of discrimination 
against any Chinese, Japanese or 

Koreans now or hereafter lawfully 

resident in the United States. 

“Yet, on October 22, 1905, at a meetf- 
ing of the league held in San Francisco, 
as reported in The San Francisco Chron- 
icle of October 23, 1905, a resolution was 
adopted by the league instructing its 
executive committee to appear before the 
board of education and petition for sep- 
arate schools for the Mongolian children 
of San Francisco.” 

The Boycott. 

The boycott, maintained for three 

weeks, was nominally though unofficially 


conducted by the Cooks and Waiters’ 
tnion. As a matter of fact, it appears! 
to have been instigated at the urgings| 
of the Exclusion League, mentioned in 
the foregoing. Following is a specimen 
of the cases reported and methods em- 
nloved: 

“I personally interviewed the restau- 
rant keepers and took down their state- 
ments. George Sugihara, a restaurant 
keeper at !77 Third street, stated that 
the boycott commenced on October 3 and 


continued until Ottober 24; that on the 
first day the boycotters distributed 
match boxes on which was written ‘White 
men and women, patronize your own 
race!’ that at about noon of the second 
day a large number of men came to his 
place of business and asked the people 
who were about to enter his restaurant 
not to patronize the Japanese restau- 
rants: that customers attempted to en- 
ter his place of business were sometimes 
restrained by force, and that blows were 
also struck: that on or about the [Oth 
or I5th of the month the boycotters came 
three times a day—morning, noon and 
evening; that sometimes they threw 
bricks and stones into his place; that 
one of the waiters asked them the reason 
why they did these things and § they 
replied, ‘Ask the policeman;’ that it was 
very seldom that a policeman was seen 
on the scene; that he complained to the 
policeman on the beat; that sometimes 
the policeman spoke to the boycotters 
and appeared to be friendly with them; 
that whenever a policeman appeared who 
was uhfriendly to the boycotters the 
boycotters left; that on one occasion 
when he asked the boycotters how long 
they intended to keep up the boycot, they 
replied, ‘Until the end—until the Japa- 
nese give up their business, pick up their 
goods and return to the place whence 
they came,’ 


The Boycott Stopped. 


“Before leaving San Francisco the con-

“T. Kadono, 121° Haight street, 1 
am a student and a member of the 
Japanese Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation.

Haight *nd Page streets, at 10:40 
a. m., On my way to church, I was at- 
tacked by about thirty people, men 
ranging from 15 to 25 years of age. 
They followed me down the street and 
beat me over the head and face with 
their fiste. I trieg to resist them, but 
they were too strong for me. They 
made my nose bleed. I went to St. 
Thomas hospital for medical treat- 
ment. I complained to the superin- 
tendent of the Japanese Presdyterian 
mission and was advised by him not to 
make ‘any complaint to the police. 1 
was laid up for a week on account of 
this attack. I have the blood-stained 
shirt. which I can produce if neces- 
Sary.’’ 


Metcalf’s Comment. 
“These attacks, so I am informed, with 


but one exception were made when no 


policeman was in the immediate neizh- 
borhoed. Most of them were made by 
boys and young men; many of them 
were vicious in character, and only. one 
appears to have been made with a view 


of robbing the person attacked. All these 


assaults appear to have been made sub- 
sequent to the fire and earthquake in 
San Francisco,‘and my attention was not 
called to any assaults made prior to the 
18th day of April, 1906,”

Under this tetaty 
we, the Japanese in the United States, 
are entitied to receive similar treat- 
ment with the subjects of Great 
Britain, France, Germany, Austria-

same time receiving the children of 
the subjects of ether treaty nations. 
It is morally a disgrace to our nation. 
We must stand for the right and 
dignity of our country. 

“We are of the opinion, however, 
that the. public sentiment of the 
United States is not in sympathy with 
‘the action taken by the San Francisco 
board of education. The historical 
friendship existing between the 
United State, and Japan is net so 
easily to be forgotten. No ‘one on 
earth has greater confidence in the 
sincerity and uprightness of the presi- 
dent of the United States than the 
Japanese. ‘Secretary Metcalf is the 
man who knows the people of this 
coast better. than. any other man. 
Here: rests our confidence in hig com- 
ing to this coast to investigate all 
conditions and affairs. We have 
withdrawn a lawsuit against the 
board of education from the circuit 
court in order to express our confi- 
dence in the coming of the secretary 
and his government's. action. We 
greet the’ honorable secretary with 
great hope and the cOnfidence of a 
child in his parent.” 

To Arms! 

The same paper, on October 25, con- 
cludes an editorial, headed as above, 
with this appeal: 

“The school question of San Fran- 
cisco may ‘seem to some a matter of 
insignificance; but viewed in the light 
of a nation’s dignity it is a question 
of most far-reaching consequences. 
Upon it depends our country’s status 
in the estimation of the world: upon 
it depends the very existence of our 
em pire. 

“Patriotism demands the mainte- 
nance of our dignity pure and un- 
assailed. And every loyal Japanese 
must aver himself presently with the 
weapon of righteousness in order to 
repel the assaults of the defamers. 

“The question is no longer confined 
to a handful of schoo] children; it 
has assumed into national] propor- 
tions. We doubt not for a moment 
that every resident Japanese, backed 
by the sympathetic outburst at home, 
will participate in the struggle with 
that vigor and tenacity which have 
won for us the heights of Nanshan 
and the impregnable redoubts of 208- 
Meter Hill.”’ 3 

A Jap Mass Meeting. 

On October 25 the Japanese held a 
mas, meeting. Fiery speeches were 
made, and the following resOlutions pass- 
ed amid wild cheering for the Japanese 
and the empire: 

‘Resolved, That we most emphat- 
ically oppose the establishment of

dren... (2) We delegate and charge the 
Japanese Association of America with 
the task of opposing any such 4at- 
tempts and to give all possible assist- 
ance for the speedy realization of our 
purpose.

To say that we 
may exclude our own colored citizens 
from the schools attended by white chil- 
dren, but shall not exclude thy children 
of aliens from such sch@Gols, is not only 
absurd, but monstrous. 


No Federal Control. 


"We deny that the federal government 
has any control whatever over the 
schools of this state, or any authority 
whatever to officially deal with them. 
The tenth amendment to the constitution 
declares that ‘the powers not delegated 
to the United States by the constitutiori, 
nor prohibited by it to the states, are 
reserved to the states, respectiveiy. or to 
the people.” If the control of public edu- 
cation is not one of the powers by. that 
clause expressly withheld from the fed- 
eral jurisdiction. then there is no such 
power thus withheld. and there is ncoth- 
ing in which the furisdiction of congress 
is not supreme. Secretary Metcalf. now 
here, is not, as a United States official, 
entitled to any information whatever in 
regard to our schools. What is given is 
given as a matter of courtesy. 

‘Section 2 of article 6 of the constitu- 
tion of the United States says, “This con- 
stitution, and the laws of thé United 
States made in pursuance thereof, and all 
treaties made, or which shall be made, 
under the authority of the United States, 
shall be the supreme law of the land. 
Obviously no treaty can be made by the 
United States except under its ‘authori- 
ty.’ Any treaty made in excess of that 
void in that particular. If 
the Mnited States has no ‘authority’ over 
the schools of California it cannot be 
clothed with such authority by any con- 
tract of ite own with a foreign nation. 
To suppose otherwise would be to sup- 
poge that the president and senate alone 
could, under guise of a treaty with a 
foreign nation, usurp every power now 
held by any state government, arffl even 
abolish those governments. If the power 
of the president. and senate to enact by 
treaty that which congress and the presi- 
dent cannot enact by law exists, it has no 
limit. It does not exist. Therefore, 
whatever. engagements the federal gov- 
ernment may have made with Japan with 
respect to our schools—if it has made 
any—are utterly. void’’ 

Negroes and Japs. 

The ‘Argonaut of November 10 says: 

“Tt seems to us that President Roose- 
velt need only look out of his windows 
to note that ‘we need no more race trou- 
bles. If he goes along Pennsylvania ave- 
nue from the white house to tué capitol 
he will see more negroes in a mile than 
he can see of Japanese in San Francisco 
in ten. Yet already ominous troubles are 
besinning here over @ few score thou- 
sand Japanese. In. fifteen years from 
new, # the administration assumes this 
welcoming attitude toward the east coast 
of Asia, we shall have millions of Asiatics 
on the west coast of America. Are not 
the thousands of idle and lazy negroes, 
whom President Roosevelt may see any 
day in Washington, an object lesson of 
the undesirability of further race prob- 
lems im the. United. States? Yet the 
Washington negroes are far superior to 
the negroes of the black belt. We have 
had the negroes with us for a coupie of 
centuries, and our troubles with them 
seem but to have begun. We have had 
the Japanese with us for less than half 
a century and we are having more trouble 
with them already on the Pacific coast 


than with any other, race, not exciuding 


the Chinese.”’ 
South Is Cited. 
The Argonaut reviews the history of the 
fourteenth and fifteenth amendments to 


the constitution, stating that California 


rejected them, and Says: 

‘It is thirty-six years since the fif- 
teenth amendment gave to the negroes 
Does President Roose- 
veltt think that negroes freely exercise 
the right to vote in the southern states’? 
We do not think so. It is Mirty-eigm 
years since the fourteenth amendment

granted equal rights’in theaters, hotels, 


railway trains, or street cars in all the 
states, southern or northern?

It may be said that the 
federal courts can coerce the states into 
giving ‘equal rights’ to the negroes.

oe What is Needed in Waterworks Department—Great 


Growth of City is Shown—Rate May 
be Reduced. 


ENERAL MANAGER PARK 
WOODWARD, of the water 
works department, finished his 

Snnual report to the “board yesterday 
be read at the 
board's meeting this afternoon. 

It is one of the most important docu- 
ments that has come from the water 
works department in many years, show- 
ing the rapid growth of the city and 
the great need of more and better facil- 
ities for supplying the city with water. 

The general manager advocates, a 
Charge for water that is based on the 
cost to the city, and that may mean a 
reduction. 

The most -important featires in the 
report of the general manager are: 

The need of a new force main from 
the river to-station No. 2: another coague 
jating basin; another clear-water basin: 
& filtering capacity double that of the 
wresent; more water mains in the city: 
& tew pump at station No. 2 with a 
capacity of 20,000,000 gallons; a recom- 
mendation for a bond issue of $500,000, 
With. which he says the ‘<ity’s receipts 
from the water department would in- 


vont aee half a million dollars in five years.

Ha his report the general manager 
aays: 

“Honorable Board of Water Commis- 
sioners—Gentlemen: Ag this is the last 
regular meeting of your honorable body 
before the new administration g0es into 
office next year, I deem it proper to call 
your attention to certain matters that 
Bhould receive your earnest ana careful 
consideration, and if you see proper they 
be submitted to the incoming mayor and 
council for their consideration. 

“The phenomenal growth of Atlanta dur- 
ing the past few years hag demonstrated 
the fact beycnd dispute, that the city 
has entirely outgrown its water works 
System, and that certain improvements 
end additions to it are absolutely neces- 
@ary, and upon failure to make which 
the plant would be unable to supply the 
‘water necessary to meet the increasing 
demands up0n it. 

“The present consumption of water is 
@bout all that we can reasonably take 
care of, Should the consumption in 1907 
increase over that of i906, as 1906 did 
over 1905, it would be a serious ques- 
tion whether the system could meet the 
demand. Under such a condition, it would 
become necessary to stop tapping and 
furnishing water ‘to new consumers, and 
possibly we will be compelled to cut off 
all outside consumers,.s0 as to enable 
the department to furnish water for 
domestic, manufacturing, fire and san- 
itary purposes within the city limits. 
Such a course, it seems to me, would be 
calamitous, and the public should be 
made acquainted with the facts as they 
exist. 

Are Absolutely Necessary... 

“The following improvements and addi- 
tions are absolutely necessary to put the 
Bystem in proper condition: 

“!. An additional force main from 
river to reservoir of at least 36 inches 
in diameter. The present 30-inch main 
with pumps, at the river running day and 
night continuously, and at a pressure be- 
yond their guarantee, can just keep the 
reservoir full. The pumps at No. 2 sta- 
tion to take it out during the day faster 
than it can be put in. At night, when 
the consumption in the city falls off, we 
manage to catch up what is lost during 
the day. -- 

“2. We need another coagulating basin, 
@0 ag to provide for slower movement of 
water, which will give more time for 
coagulation and sedimentation, and there- 
by relieve the filters, which are nOw very 
much overtaxed. 

“3. We need another clear-water basin, 
#0 as to enable us to clean out one or 
the other without pumping muddy and 
discolored water from coagulating basin 
into the city, which we have had to do 
on several occasions. 

“4 The filtering capacity shOuld be at 
least doubled. Ag ft is, the filters are 
overtaxed, and when the water in river 
io very muddy, it is {mpossible to filter 
it properly as fast as it ‘Is needed. Our 
filtering capacity is 7,000,000 gallons in 
twenty-four hours. We often pump 
nearly double this amount into the city 
in twenty-four hours. 

‘s The demand for water mains in the 
‘city is growing rapidly. We now have 
en file applications for several miles of 
gmail mains, and are unable to lay them 
for the want of funds. Many of the 
mains in the congested business sections 
of the city are too small, and there is 
great complaints at times of lack of 
pressure. These should be 


taken out and | 


larger maing laid in these locations. Tlie 
Smail mains can be laid on cross streets, 
and in outlying districts. 

“6. An additional pump of at least 
20,000,000 galion capacity should be in- 
stalled at No. 2 pumping station. As it 
now stands, an accident to our big 
pump which would put it out of service 
during a big fire, would seriously crip- 
ple us, for we could not possibly give 
fire pressure with the two little pumps. 
This has happened twice recently, but 
fortunately the fire department did not 
need the pressure on either occagion. We 
are compelled to run the big pump and 
one littie one every day now, and if the 
demand for water increases much more 
we will be compelled to run al! three of 
the pumps during the day. You can see 
what a condition we would be in then, 
should an accident happen to any one 
of them. it would probably take 
eighteen mOnths or two years to build 
and install a 20,000,000 gallon vertical 
compound pump. 

“President Rice in hig annual reports 
to the mayor and general council for 
1903, 1904 and 1905 called the attention 
of council to all of these necessary im- 
provements and urged that provision be 
made for them, but no action was taken 
by council except to secure an amend- 
ment to the charter in 1904, authorizing 
the issue of $600,000 of 3% per cent 
bonds with which to do this work. This 
question, however, has not yet been sub- 
mitted to the vote of the people. The 
only way to make these necessary im- 
provnients is to issue these bonds, and, 
as it is necessary that the consent of 
the people be first had, that question 
Should be submitted at as early a date 
as possible. These improvements cannot 
be made in a short time. It would con- 
sume at least two years ‘in completing 
them, so that the sooner we commence 
the better. 

“Should the people consent to this issue 
of bonds, and these -improvements be 
made, the increase in the consumption 
of water within two years and a conse- 
quent Increase in revenue would warrant 
the reduction of water rates of at least 
20 per cent from what they now are. 

“My persona] views Gn municipal own- 
ership of a water plant may differ from 
that of many who advocate thi prin- 
ciple. 

“I do not think the question of profit 
should enter into the furnishing of this 
necessary element to the people. 


As to Water Rate. 


“The charge for water should be based 
on the cost of operating and maintaining 
the system, providing for interest on 
bonds, depreciation, ordinary »2xtension of 
mains and a sinking fund to pay bonds 
at maturity, and furnish the public ser- 
vice. Any surplus over that should go to 
the general public in the reduction of 
rates. The city is benefited in many ways 
by a properly managed water system, not 
only in cheap water, but in the increased 
value of property by laying water mains, 
which encourages the building up of va- 
cant property, adding to the health ai:d 
cleanliness of the city, giving fire protec- 
tion to property and reducing cost of in- 
surance and many other ways too numer- 
ous to mention.

Foreign Finances. 


London, Decémber 18.—It i8 the opin- 
ion of local bankers, unless a wholly un- 
expected demand for gold crops up, there 
is no reason to fear that the Bank of 
England will consider it necessary to 
raise the rate of discount as a result of 
today’s advance in the rate of the Im- 
perial Bank of Germany. The step 
taken at Berlin is regarded as a _pre- 
cautionary move rather than an indica- 
tion of the intention of taking gold from 
London.

“Let us follow this strange train of 
circumstances a little nearer the final 
climax. It {s known that in the last few 
years the patent medicine evil has 
received its death blow by a system of 
the different exposures of the frauds that 
were being perpetrated on an unsuspect- 
ing public, which was one of the culmina- 
tions of the pure food law. Now what I!s 
the consequence that sadly follows? At 
first thought one would think that the 
whisky traffic would have to go out of 
business from the fact that so 
thousands of customers were prohibited 
from patronizing the trade on account 
of the strict orders issued by their em- 
ployers. Not so, but it might have been 
so save for the *oinciden§e that fol- 
lowed. 

Home Drinking Prevails. 


“About the time that the gigantic 
whisky traffic should have felt from the 
very foundation the fatal effects of the 
absence of so many desirable customers 
from the large army of the employed 
who were prohibited at the risk of their 
job, the scene makes a shift that is ap- 
palling as well as pitiful. 

“Many of those good people, both male 
and female, including many of our noble 
ministers, had, by the seductive arts of 
patent medicine advertising, become a 
victim unconsciously of drugs or thé al- 
cohol habit.

(General Nettleton being an ex-union #0'- 
dier. a consistent friend of the colored 
man throughout his life, a Hfeiong re- 
publican, a citizen of Iilinois and assist- 
ant secretary of the treasury under Pres- 
Ment Harrison. 

“It appears that in Brownsville, t«<« 
city immediately beside which fort Brown 
is situated, there had been con#ideravie 
feeling between the citizens and the coi- 
ered troops of the garrison companies. 
Difficulties had occurred, there being 4 
conflict of evidence as to whether the citi- 
zens or the colored troops were to Diame. 
My impression is that, as a matter of 
fact. in these difficulties there was biame 
attached to both sides; but this is a whol- 
ly unimportant matter for our present 
purpose, as nothing that occurred offered 
im any shape or way an ¢€xcuse or justi- 
fication for the atrocious conduct of the 
troops when, in lawless and murderous 
spirit, and under cover of the night, trey 
made their attack upon the citizens.

‘fifteen or twenty of the colored soldiers 
took part in the attack. They leapt over 
the walls from the bafracks and hurried 
‘through the town. They shot at whom- 
ever they saw moving, and they shot into 
houses where they saw light. In some 
of these houses there were women and 
children, as the would-be . murderers 
must have known. In one house in which 
there were two women and five children 
some ten shots went through ata height 
of about 44% feet above the floor, one put- 
‘ting out the lamp upon the table, The 
Heutenant of police of the town 
heard the firing and rode to- 
ward it. He met the raiders, 
i who, as he stated, were about fifteen co!- 
ered soldiers. They instantly started fir- 
ing upen him. He turned and rode off, 
and they continued firing upon him until 
, they had killed his horse, They shot him 


/.in- the right arm (it was afterwards am- 
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putated above the elhow). A number of 
shots were also fired at two other po- 
licemen. The raiaers fired several’ times 
into a hotel, some of the-shots being aim* 
ed at a guest siuing by a window. ‘T'ney 
shot into a saloon, killing the bartenaer 
and wounding another man. At the same 
time otner raiders fired into another house 
in which ‘women and chiidren were sicep- 
ing, two ot the snots going through the 
‘mMesquito bar over the Ped in Which tne 
mistress of the house and her two chii- 
dren ‘were lying. Several other houses 
“were siruck py wullets. It was at nigat, 
and the sireets of the town are poorly 
lighted, so that none of the individual 
raiders were recognized, but the evidence 
of many witnesses of all classes was con- 
clusive to the efrect that the raTfders were 
negro solaiers. The shattered bullets, 
Shelis and clips of the government riues, 
Which were found on the ground, are 
merely corroborative. So are the Dulliet 
holes in the house; some of which it ap- 
pears must, from the direction, have been 
tired from the fort just at the moment 
when the soldiers left it. Not a bullet 
hole appears in any of the structures or 
the fort. 
Unparallele Infamy. 

“The townspeople were completely sur- 
prised by the unprovoked and murder- 
ous savagery of the attack. The sol- 
diers were the aggressors from start to 
finish. They met with no substantial re- 
sistance, and one and all who took part 
in that raid stand as deliberate mprder- 
ers, who did murder one man, who tried 
to murder others, and who tried to mur- 
der women and children. The act was 


‘one of horrible atrocity, and so far as. 


J am aware, unparalleled for infamy in 
the afinals of the United States army. 
‘The white officers of the companies 
were completely taken by surprise, and 
at first evidently believed that fhe firing 
meant that the townspeople were at- 
tacking the soldiers. It was not until 2 
or 3 o'clock ‘in’ the morning that any 
of them became avfire of the truth. I 
have directed a careful investigation into 
the conduct of the officers, to see if any 
of them were blameworthy, and I have 
approved the recommendation of the 


war department that two be brought be- | 


fore court martial. 

“As to the non-commissioned. officers 
and enlisted men, there can be no doubt 
whatever that many were necessarily 
privy, after if not before the attack, to 
the conduct of those who took . actual 
part in this murderous riot. I refer 
to Major Blocksom’'s report for proof of 
the fact that certainly some and probably 
all of the non-commissioned officers in 
charge of quarters who were responsi- 
ble for the gun racks and had keys there- 
to in their personal possession knew 
what men were engaged in the attack. 

A Reluctant Admission. 

‘Major Penrose, In command of the 
post, in his letter (included in the ap- 
pendix) gives the reasons why he was 
reluctantly convinced that some of the 
men under him—as he thinks, from 7 to 
'O—-got their rifles, slipped out of quar- 
ters to do the shooting, and returned to 
the barracks without being discovered, 
the shooting all occurring within two and 
a half short blocks of the barracks It

They refused to 
profit by the warning. I aceoOrdingly 
had them discharged. If any organiza- 
tion of troops in the service, white or 
black, is guilty of similar conduct in the 
future I shall follow precisely the same 
course.

General Grant’s Action. 

I ‘call your particular attention to the 
special field order of Brigadier General 
LU. 8. Grant, Issued from the headquar- 
ters of the Thirteenth army corps on 
November 16, 1862, in reference to the 
Twentieth Ulinois. -Members of this reg- 
iment had broken into a store and taken 
goods to the value of some $!,240, and 
the arrest of the regiment, including es- 
pecially two officers, failed, in the words 
of General, Grant, to “exercise their au- 
thority to ferret out the men guilty of 
the offenses.”" General Grant accordingly 
mustered out of the service of the United 
States the two officers in question, anu 
yesessed the sum of $1,240 against the 
said regiment as a whole, officers and 
men to be assessed pro rata on their 
pay. In its essence this action is pre- 
cisely similar to that I have taken; al- 
though the offense wassof course trivial 
compared to the offense with which I had 
t> deal. 

“Byx-Corporal. Hesse recites what oc- 
curred in a United States regular regi- 
ment in the spring of 1860. (Corpora! 
Hesse subsequently, when the regiment 
was surrendered to the confederates by 
General Twiggs, saved the regimental 
colors by wrapping them about his body, 
under his clothing, and brought them 
north in safety, receiving a medal of 
honor for his action.) It appears that 
certain members of the regiment lynched 
a barkeeper who had killed one of the 
soldiers. Being unable to discover the 
culprits, Colonel Robert E. Lee, then in 
command of the department of Texas, or- 
dered the company to be disbanded and 
the members transferred to other com- 
panies and discharged at the end of their 
enlistment, without honor. Owing to the 
outbreak of the civil war, and the conse- 
quent loss of records and confusion, it 
is not possible to say what finally be- 
came of this case. 

General Lee Also. 


‘When General Lee was in command 


of the Army of Northern Virginia, as 


will appear from the inclosed clHpping 
from The Charlotte Observer, he issued 
an order in October, 1864, disbanding a

Guilty of Lynching.

In it I gave utterance to the 
abhorrence which all’ decent citizens 
should feel for the deeds of the men (in 
almost all cases white men) who take 
part in lynchings, and at the same time 
I condemned, as all decent men of any 
color should condemn, the action of 
those colored men who actively or pas- 
Sively shield the colored criminal from 
the law. In the case of these companies 
we had to deal with men who in the first 


| place were guilty of what was practical- 


ly the worst possible form of lynching— 
for a lynching is in its essence lawless 
murderous vengeance taken by ‘an 
armed mob for real or fancied wrongs— 
and who in the second place covered up 
the crime of lynching by standing with 
a vicious solidarity to protect the crimi- 


nals. 
Misguided Heroizing. 

“It is of the utmost importance to all 
onr people that we shall deal with each 
man on his merits as a man, and not 
ceal with him merely as a member of a 
given race; that we shall judge each 
man by his conduct and not his color. 
This is important for the white man, and 
‘t is far more important for the colored 
man. More evil and sinister counse!] 
ncver was given to any people than thar 
given to colored men by those advisers, 
whether black or white, who, by apol- 
‘Sy ang condonation, encourage conduct 
such as that of the three companies in 
question. If the colored men elect to 
Stand by criminals of their own race be 
cause they are. of their own race, they 


assuredly lay up for themselves the most” 


dreadful day of reckoning. Every fa:.- 
Sighted friend of the colored race in 
is efforts to strive onward and upward, 
should teach first, as the most import- 
ant lesson, alike to the white man and 
the black, the duty of treating the Indi- 
vidval man strictly on his worth as he 
s10ws it.

Taft on Law and Evidence. 


In reporting to the president on the sev- 


eral senate resolutions of incuiry, Secre-| 
| tary Taft enters énto an exhaustive dis- 


cussion of the law and the evidence itn 
vhe case. He quotes the authority for 


the president's action and with regard to |

The suggestion, he declares, is so gro- 
tesque in its improbability and absurdity 
as hardly to call for discussion or Cco.n- 
ment. ; 

After stating that it is not the practice 
of the inspector general in making inves- 
tigations into questions of fact, to set out 
all the evidence in affidavits or deposi- 
tions, Secretary Taft quotes from the 
fourth article of war, which, he states, 
contains the statutory dfrection in re- 
spect to the discharge of soldiers. ‘The 
regulations adopted by the president in 
carrying out this statutory provision, as 
well as excerpts from various decisions 
of the judge advocate general of the 
army bearing on discharges without hon- 
or, also were quoted, the secretary add- 
ing: . a 

“From citations above given it follows 
that one, enlisting in the army, is advised 
first, that the president tas the riatt 
at will to terminate the contract of en- 
listment; second, that when the con- 
tract of enlistment is terminated 
at will, the president may prop- 
erly show on the dischgrge that the ser- 
vice which had been rendered has not 
been such as to warrant reenlistment, 
and, therefore, is not to be regarded as 
honest and faithful, permitting reenlist- 
ment under the statute.’ 


The Power of the President. 

In answer to the contention which the 
secretary says has been put forth that 
the president had no power to make the 
order of discharge, “because, if he had, 
he may disband the army,” it is argued 
that there is a clear distinction between 
disbanding a company, a battalion or a 
regiment and the discharge of certain of 
its menrbers. In the case of the men of 
the Twenty-fifth infantry, the secretary 
Says the order named the persons who 
were discharged and did not embrace ali 
members of the three companies, and that 
immediately on the discharge of the men 
an order was issued filling up the thred 
companies by transfer from the other 
companies of the regiment, ‘‘so that the 
entity and service of the companies are 
continued in the army.” 

Secretary Taft instances a 
where some members of 
Fourth calayry, ‘roused to pas- 
sion and violence by the killing oft 
one of their number, lynched the person 
charged with the crime.”” In that case, 
he says, the judge advocate maintained 
that there was no evidence to fix the re- 
sponsibility for the act, and that “the 
secretary of war, strictly speaking, had 
no authority to disband the companies 
involved as such.

In concluding, however, Secretary Taft 
declares that “there is nothing in this 
precedent which, in the slightest degree, 
affects the legality of the present order, 
for the principle upon which the decision 
rests, recognizes fully the power of tne 
president to discharge any member or or- 
ganization.”

Trial of Sasser O seo 
~~ Murdering Parker, 


She Bursts Into Tears . 
and Is Unable to . 
Proceed. 


Sylvania, Ga., December 19.—(Special.) 
The adjourned term of the guperior court 
is being held here this week fo: the pur- 
pose _of trying the case of the state 
against Sylvester Sasser,* charged with 


the murder of M. L. Parker.-~Parker was 


assassinated in April, 1905. 

The assassin shot him through the win- 
dow of his bedroom_as he was’ prepar- 
ing to retire. Sasser wag arrested and 
tried at the spring term ofthe’ court 
that year. He was found guilty: and 
sentenced to the penitentiary for life. 
A new trial was obtained and the case 
is now up for second trial. 

The state has put up several witnesses 
to prove that there was bad feeling’ be- 
tween Sasser and Parker on account of 
Parker's wife, and that the deceased had 
ordered Sasser from his home. 

The state’s counsel has attempted to 
prove conspiracy between Mrs. Parker 
and Sasser. 

When interrogated as to intimacy be- 
tween herself and Sasser, Mrs. Parker 
broke down and burst into tears on the 
witness stand and could not proceed for 
some miputes. 

Marcella Moore, colored, who was 
eooking for the Parkers at the time of 
the killing, swore that on the’ night of 
the murder she saw Sylvester Sasser 
standing in the yard, near the kitchen, 
at the Parker house, about 8 o'clock 
that night. 

Several witnesses have stated that they 
identified the horse tracks found leading 
mp and going from the Parker place, the 
day after the murder, with. the tracks 
made by Sasser’s horse, there being a 
peculiarity in the track. 

David Larity testified that on the 
night: of the killing a man passed his 
house riding iIn a. gallop, .on horseback, 
coming from the direction of Parker's 
place, and going towards Sasser’s home. 
This was between !2 and |! o'clock at 
night and the person was riding a light- 
colored horse. 

The state hag also proved that Sasser’s 
horse was cream colored. 

Mrs. Rosa Counts testified as to inti- 
macy between Mrs. Parker and Sasser. 

The state rested its case this afternoon. 
The defense will attempt’ to impeach the 
evidence of Marcella Moore and pave put 
up several witnesses to show friendly re- 
lations between the deceased and Sasser. 
The evidence will be concluded tomor- 
row. .
